and investigation of these matters. 

I have concluded that the services 
of Bert T. Massey, chief liquor 
control officer, and Dan H Hud¬ 
dleston. assistant chief liquor con¬ 
trol officer, are not for the best 
interests of this department and I 
am therefore, today, requesting 
that they be separated from the 
payroll and I expect to make such 
further changes in the personnel 
of the office as may be deemed 
advisable by me." 

No Reply Yet 

Massey has made no reply to 
Miss Shontz’ statement, and Hud¬ 
dleston was believed to be at a 
national guard encampment. The 
former administrator previously, 
however, had vigorously denied 
implications he had permitted in- j 
fluences. political or otherwise, to 
dominate his work. 

Commenting on the inquiry, 
Grand Jury Foreman Rochester 
said, "This change of personnel of 
the board of liquor control does 
not mean that the grand jury has 
completed its investigation From 
the mass of testimony taken be¬ 
fore the special committee we 
shall continue our inquiry. If we 
find anything of a criminal na¬ 
ture we shall bring in indict- 
merits.”

School costs in Orange county 
for the fiscal year 1935-36 will be 
more than $100,000 under the 
actual expenditures for the fiscal 
year just ending, according to a 
report released today by County 
Superintendent of Schools Ray 
Adkinson. This reduction in op¬ 
erating costs was made, he said, 
in spite of heavy demands for 
maintenance and replacement of 
equipment. 

Proposed expenditures for all 
elementary schools, the 12 high 
schools and two junior colleges 
will total $3,635,534.45, the bud¬ 
gets reveal. Actual expenditures 
last year amounted to $3,749,- 
857.80. 

The 43 elementary school dis¬ 
tricts in the county are request¬ 
ing a total budget of $1,725,390.45 
of which $938,165 will be expended 
for teachers' salaries. Last year 
actual expenditures in the ele¬ 
mentary schools amounted to 
$1,739,948.93. 

High School Budgets 
The 12 high schools this year 
are requesting a total budget of 
$1,564,294 as compared to the 
$1,670,990.40 actually expended 
last year. Of the amount re¬ 
quested for 1935-36, a total of

The Baden state government today 
pushed the caanpaign against “po¬ 
litical Catholicism” a step forward, 
announcing that the youth organ¬ 
ization, Deutsche Jugendkraft 
(German Youth-Strength), would 
be dissolved and its property con¬ 
fiscated. 

For the first time in the succes¬ 
sion of events leading to the Nazi 
fight against Catholic youth or¬ 
ganization, even indoor sports 
were forbidden. 

Meanwhile, an independent in¬ 
vestigation in Catholic upper Si¬ 
lesia revealed that the campaign 
of the Hitler youth for attracting 
the growing generation to its ban¬ 
ner already had borne rich fruit 
and that the Roman Catholic 
church there was having difficulty 
in retaining its grip outside devo¬ 
tional hours upon the Catholic 
youth. 

The steel helmets—the Ger¬ 
man war veterans’ organization 
—thanks to the personal Inter¬ 
vention of Frane Seldte, leader 
of the organization, with Reiehs- 
fuehrer Hitler, seems as a na¬ 
tional body to have been given 
a brief breathing spell, possibly 
until October.

>visions Eliminated by 
Senate May Start 
Controversy 


W A S H I NGTON, Wednesday. 
July 24. GP)—With the house and 
senate at odds over the amend¬ 
ment, President Roosevelt today 
expressed opposition to the Clark 
amendment to the social security 
bill exempting private security 
systems from the proposed na¬ 
tional plan. 

With the house about to vote on 
the amendment of Senator Clark, 
<D., Mo.), the president said he 
believed that all corporations 
should be put in the same class. 

He feared the human tempta- 
tation under the Clark proposal 
would be for private companies 
to load their old people on gov¬ 
ernment funds and simply retain 
the young. 

Senate and house Conferees 
have been unable to agree on this 
one proposal. 

In this connection, the president 
said at his regular press confer¬ 
ence that he has not yet found a 
real labor pension bill that would 
get supreme court approval. 

By a 5 to 4 decision, the court 
declared unconstitutional the rail¬ 
road retirement act of last ses¬ 
sion. Mr. Roosevelt said he would 
like to get a bill but so far all 
proposals for a substitute measure 
ran counter to the court ruling. 


WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 
July 24. UP)—Finally passed by the 
senate with many modifications, 
the AAA amendment bill desig¬ 
nated to broaden the Roosevelt 
crop control program and protect 
it against certain legal attacks, 
headed today toward a new strug¬ 
gle in conference. 

There were indications that the 
house, which previously had 
passed the bill, would fight for 
some provisions eliminated by the 
senate before it approved the 
measure. 64 to 15, yesterday. 

Chairman Jones (D., Tex.) of 
the house agriculture committee is 
eager for the return of the house 
provision to permit the use of 30 
per cent of the nation's customs 
receipts to finance the disposal of 
exportable surpluses abroad. 

Two Weeks of Debate 
Final senate action came after 
the defeat of an effort to include 
in the bill a provision to limit 
the power of the president to ne¬ 
gotiate trade agreements. 

It required two weeks of de¬ 
bate, often furious, to wade 
through the legislation which 
had two principal aims—to give 
the agriculture department new 
means In its effort to Increase 
farm prices, and to prepare the 
broad program for the time 
when the supreme court will 
pass upon its constitutionality. 
Bearing in mind a circuit court 
decision unfavorable to the pro¬ 
cessing tax provisions, the senate 
validated the rates already im¬ 
posed by the secretary of agricul¬ 
ture. All benefit contracts under 
which farmers have been paid 
about $700,000,000 also were legal¬ 
ized.

FEDERALS HALT RIOTS 
AS GOVERNOR OUSTED 

MEXICO CITY, Wednesday. 
July 24. </P)—The federal govern¬ 
ment stepped firmly today into a 
peasant uprising which caused the 
apparent downfall of Tomas Gar- 
rido Canabal, dictator of the state 
of Tabasco, and threatened to 
overthrow the governor of the 
state of Tamaulipas. 

President Lazardo Cardenas di¬ 
rected the removal of Garrido's 
governor, Miguel Lastra, and re¬ 
placed a military commander 
friendly to Garrido by one knoum 
to be loyal to the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

Tabasco went under semi-mili¬ 
tary control. 

Leader to Quit 

In a sudden turn of the political 
wheel of fortune, Garrido was re¬ 
ported reliably to be preparing to 
go into exile abroad and to aban¬ 
don the southern gulf coast state 
in which his socialistic program 
prevailed for eight years 

The new Tabasco military 
commander. General Miguel 
Henriquez, announced that steps 
had been taken to prevent fur¬ 
ther polltieal agitation in the 
state and that order was being 
maintained by federal forces. 

General Aureo Calles—No rela¬ 
tion to General Plutarco Elias 
Calles, former president and "iron 
man” against whose followers the 
uprisings were considered directed 
—was named substitute governor 
by the federal congress. 

Governor Is Target 

In Tamaulipas, Governor Rafael 
Villarreal, long unpopular with 
the peasants, was the target 
of a popular uprising which was 
sweeping nearly the entire state 
from Nuevo Laredo and Mata¬ 
moros -on the Texas border to 
Tampico in the south. 

Informed circles here said that 
even if the Agrarian movement, 
also aimed at municipal authori¬ 
ties throughout the state, fails to 
develop further, the days of Villar¬ 
real as governor were evidently 
numbered. 

Silvano Barba Gonzales, secre¬ 
tary of interior, flew to the Ta¬ 
maulipas state capital, Ciudad 
Victoria, to investigate what Car- 
dena’s secretary described as a 
“serious situation.” It was pre¬ 
dicted that on his return, the per¬ 
manent commission of congress 
might take action similar to that 
in Tabasco. 

He Won’t Resign 

Dr. Villarreal insisted he would 
not resign, but lacking the sup¬ 
port of federal authorities he was 
not conceded much chance of re¬ 
sisting successfully any move to 
depose him. 

Officials of 22 municipalities 
were known to have been forced 
to abandon their offices. Four¬ 
teen others withdrew their recog¬ 
nition ol Villarreal as governor. 

Capital students organized a 
monster demonstration in celebra¬ 
tion of the steps against Garrido,

be instructed in operation of the 
various instruments and will keep 
the records. Among the institu¬ 
tion are wind direction indicators, 
a wind velocity meter, rain gauge, 
barograph or recording barometer, 
thermograph or recording ther¬ 
mometer, maximum and minimum 
temperature thermometers, and a 
psychrometer which will make it 
possible to predict frosts. 

The psychrometer is of particu¬ 
lar importance to Santa Ana and 
Orange county because in the fu¬ 
ture frost warnings will be avail¬ 
able to orchardists in this district 
from a station located in Orange 
county, rather than some station 
located in a section where the 
weather conditions are not al¬ 
ways comparable with those here. 

May Have Sun Gauge 

It is possible. Mr. Russell said, 
that a sunshine duration gauge 
may be included. He is working 
on such an instrument at pres¬ 
ent, and if it proves successful it 
will be placed in the meteorologi¬ 
cal station. 

Observations will be made each 
day. and records will be available 
to the public, it was said. The 
records and the station itself will 
be used for instruction in junior 
college classes, Mr. Russell said.

$46 38 in Florida. 

The figures represent costs and 
returns on 37 Florida and 56 Cali¬ 
fornia orchards more than 10 
years old in the 1932-33 season.

It has been marked 
net only by one war and by scores of border battles but by 
fundamental differences of opinion and intense animosity. 

The world did not awake to the strained relations 
between the two countries until the serious frontier clash 
of Ualual last December, with its more than 100 dead and 

several hundred wounded. But 
1 Italy and Abyssinia have been on 
the worst of terms off and on 
since 1895, when 100,000 Ethi¬ 
opians annihilated an Italian army 
of 17,000. 

Quiet Reigned 

That fatal battle of Adua re¬ 
sulted in Italy's temporary aban¬ 
donment of her desire to advance 
into Abyssinia. A period of quiet 
followed that lasted until 1911. 
Within that interval the Anglo- 
French-Italian treaty of 1906 was 
signed giving each country certain 
spheres of influence in Ethiopia 
and guaranteeing the independence 
of that nation. 

There also was signed, in 1908, 
a treaty between Italy and Ethi¬ 
opia whereunder the two coun¬ 
tries were to delimit the frontiers 
between Ethiopia and Italy's two 
colonies in Eastern Africa, Eritrea 
and Italian Somaliland, always a 
source of controversy. The de¬ 
limitation was begun in 1911 by a 
mixed commission but stopped 
after only a short strip of frontier 
in Somaliland had been agreed 
upon. The Italians laid the break¬ 
down to the lack of good will on 
the part of the Ethiopians. 

In 1911 began the series of bor¬ 
der incidents that have continued 
up to today. Each maintains 
that these have been caused by 
tribes from the other's territory 
dashing across the border to cap¬ 
ture natives for slavery and live¬ 
stock for food. 

The Treaty of 1925 
In 1925 came an Italo-English 
treaty whereunder Italy guaran¬ 
teed England the zone of influ¬ 
ence around Lake Tsana, headwa¬ 
ters of the Nile, and England 
guaranteed Italy the right to con¬ 
struct a railroad connecting Eri¬ 
trea and Somaliland and running 
to the west of Addis Ababa. 

Italy and Ethiopia signed in 
1928 a treaty of friendship from 
which Mussolini hoped great 
things. The treaty promised Italy 
the right to economic penetration 
in Ethiopia. It promised Ethio¬ 
pia the right to use the port as 
Assab in southern Eritrea as a 
free port. Italy and Ethiopia were 
to construct jointly an automobile 
road between Assab and Dessie, 
Abyssinia. 

Treaty Collapsed 
The treaty would have given 
each country what it wanted most 
—Italy, economic domination in 
Ethiopia; Ethiopia, an outlet to 
the Red sea—but like all Italo- 
Abyssinian agreements it broke 
down. The road was never built; 
Assab never was used as a free 
port by the Ethiopians. 

The collapse of the treaty of 
1928 has been cited as one of the 
main causes of the present con¬ 
flict. Instead of getting econom¬ 
ic penetration in Ethiopia, Italy 
saw herself ever more excluded 
as Haile Selassie turned to other 
markets for export and import. 
Since Ethiopia is the hinterland 
of the two east African colonies, 
these possessions were without a

France and Italy did 
not at all like the fact that Eng¬ 
land went ahead on her own and 
concluded this agreement without 
bringing them in on it. The 
sharp tone of the French and 
Italian notes is sufficient evidence 
of this fact. 

Says La Tribuna of Rome: “Per¬ 
mit us to ask why it was nec¬ 
essary for England to detach her¬ 
self from the continental solidari¬ 
ty reached with France and Italy 
at Stresa, in order to conclude 
thjs accord which does nothing 
more than agreeing to what Ger¬ 
many already has demanded.” 

Continued Discord Seen 

Mussolini no doubt had these 
facts in mind when he pleaded in 
May before the chamber of depu¬ 
ties for the continuance of the 
Stresa front. 

‘"It is a positive fact," he said, 
"that with such effective, con¬ 
stant and omnipresent solidarity, 
political action on a grand style 
is possible, tending to eliminate 
the principal obstacles that op¬ 
pose the pacific living together 
of European peoples. This soli¬ 
darity is evermore necessary for 
the future existence of our con¬ 
tinent.” 

Many diplomats do not believe 
that the Stresa front will be re¬ 
constituted. They maintain that: 

Mussolini’s strong decision to 
seek a “radical solution" of the 
Ethiopian problem will keep Eng¬ 
land against him. 

France will cling to the Soviet 
alliance, owing to England's di¬ 
rect negotiations with Ger- 
in nearly two years. 

England will stick by her na¬ 
val accord with Germany because

Chinese press re¬ 
ports say the refugees are clinging 
to the remnants of dykes under a 
pitiless mid summer sun and dying 
like flies. 

Kfforts are lieing concentrat¬ 
ed to prevent the spread of the, 
water into northern Kiangsu 
province, where a farming popu¬ 
lation of 1,000,000 in the low ly¬ 
ing districts surrounding Hin- 
ghwa is menaced.

The governor's veto prevents 
development of the tideland re¬ 
source by any other means, cut¬ 
ting the city and state out of roy¬ 
alties and preventing any other 
companies from participating in 
the oil, Mr. Talbert explained.

WASHINGTON UPl — Helen 
Richey's great-grandmother would 
be shocked, no doubt, to see her 
25-year-old great-granddaughter 
finish a day's work 

She brings a huge trimotor 
plane, on the Washington-Detroit 
run. down onto the Washington 
airport, taxis to the hangar, turns 
off the switch, and looks at her 
wrist-watch. It says 3:50 and 
that’s “a. m.,” the dark morning 
hour. 

"Little Helen Richey," all five 
feet, four inches of her, is a pilot 
who has stepped into the front 
ranks. She is the nation's first 
woman to fly the mails, and the 
first woman to hold a regular fly¬ 
ing job with an air line 

Holds Endurance Record 

A uniform goes with the job 
slacks, a trim military coat and an 
overseas cap. A few feet away 
she looks like "one of the boys." 
But she is such a trim little figure 
the trimotor she flies could swal¬ 
low her at one bite, or so it looks 
when she climbs into Her "job.” 

Her slight figure is misleading. 
She turns her wide, calm, gray 
eyes on a person, and it's easy to 
see why the Pittsburgh air line of¬ 
ficials said one day "Report to 
Washington. You're on the pay¬ 
roll." 

She established the women’s en¬ 
durance flight record in Decem¬ 
ber, 1D33, with Frances Marsalis. 
They were up 237 hours and 45 
minutes The record still stands. 


She half frowns at the record, 
and contemplatively brushes one 
of her brown curls off her high 
forehead. 

"That was just a grind,” she 
says. "But then I believe in that 
sort of flying. It proves aviation. 
My getting this job was construc¬ 
tive, not sensational. It makes it 
easier for other women fliers. 

•lust Routine 

"Flying isn't physically tiring. 
You just have to know your air 
and navigation. We follow the 
radio beam all the way. We get 
frequent weather reports. There's 
no guess work. If fog settles over 
our next stop, we fly on or return. 
Our tank carries enough gas. 
Doesn't it sound routine? It is.” 

But the young lady's eyes shine 
as she talks about this routine. 

Flying is the only thing she ever 
wanted to do. Her father, who is 
superintendent of schools at Mc¬ 
Keesport, Pa , believed In her. He 
paid for her flying lessons and 
bought her first plane, an open 
biplane. 

Then she just stayed in the air 
until people began to know her 
name, and she knew the air back¬ 
wards and forwards. But she 
never did stunts. She went to air 
races, but she never tore around 
pylons in a speed dash. 

She is more eager to prove avia¬ 
tion is safe than to prove that 
Helen Richey is "some shakes." 
She stays on the conservative side.

Good Undone 

Some mothers, having punished 
a child, are so overcome by re¬ 
morse that they pick it up and pet 
it. "Did mother hurt it ? She’s 
sorry, it hurts her too, but baby 
mustn’t be naughty.” Such treat¬ 
ment undoes all the good of the 
chastisement. The child feels jus¬ 
tified, for mother is sorry, there¬ 
fore she was wrong. 

Hard-heartedness is essential in 
training children-or at least the 
appearance of hard-heartedness. 
It is one of the burdens of mother¬ 
hood, to strike one’s self through 
one’s own children and never 
flinch. 


An American general, who also 
was an educator, once wrote that 
it was painful to punish the young, 
but that, when necessary, true 
kindness required it should be ap¬ 
plied with a firm hand and not 
converted into a reward. 

It would help many tender¬ 
hearted young mothers to learn 
and ponder over this statement 
which is fundamental in the train¬ 
ing of children. Punishment is 
too often converted into reward. 

Consider Child 

If and when a punishment is 
administered, it is the child, not 
the parent whose benefit must be 
considered, and the child, not the 
parents, should suffer. Half the 
naughtiness of childhood is com¬ 
mitted with the desire to gain at¬ 
tention. If the results are thor¬ 
oughly unpleasant, repetition of 
the same misdeed becomes un¬ 
profitable. If, on the other hand, 
the child finds that he has suc¬ 
ceeded in making his mother un-

But be this all as it may, the fact still remains that 
we kill far too many people on the highways, and that too 
great a proportion of the deaths are caused by drunken 
drivers. 

THEY EAT RAW MEAT 

W HILE France was proposing a treaty that would 
leave Ethiopia nominally independent but actually 
under the heel of Italy’s Mussolini, Emperor Haile Selassie 
yesterday celebrated his 44th birthday by serving a ban¬ 
quet of raw meat to his warriors. They gathered around 
him in great numbers in Addis Ababa, the seat of Ethi¬ 
opian government, and presented the conquering Lion of 
the Tribe of Judah with snarling young lions as birthday 
gifts, the news dispatches said. 

The world is fascinated by the pending hostilities in 
the East African state, first, because it is apparent to the 
world that Italy’s cause is one purely of conquest; second, 
because it attracts under-dog sympathy, and, third, 
because the expected war will be a test of supremacy 
between an army of wild border tribes, led by the 
emperor’s crack, well-trained troops, and the great hosts 
of Italy versed in modern, mass killing. 

France is very much interested in the seeming inevi¬ 
table clash because the front-door entrance and port to 
Ethiopia is Djibouti, French Somaliland. Djibouti is the 
base of the French 500-mile railway from the coast 
directly inland to Addis Ababa. The railway is Ethiopia’s 
only modern connection with the outside world. French 
interests are too great to have them disturbed by the 
invading Italians, and the feudal Ethiopian chieftains are 
too bloodthirsty to be on the warpath in French Somali¬ 
land, especially after they have listened to one of Emperor 
Selassie’s ringing calls to arms after a banquet on raw 
meat. 

The followers of the king of kings are a determined 
lot. In spite of discipline enforced by the emperor, the 
border tribes have a habit of going back to first prin¬ 
ciples when they fight. Christianity was first introduced 
to Ethiopia 330 A. D., and although every road in the 
cities and towns seems to lead to a church, the religion 
has failed to reach the untamed fighters of the border. 
The emperor has been embarrassed not a little over this 
because he has been unable to guarantee to the League 
of Nations that the savages will not mutilate captives. 
On account of this lack of assurance the Red Cross will 
not help Ethiopia in any war with Italy. 

Ethiopia bears the proud distinction of never having 
been defeated. Besides its fascinating peaceful traditions, 
which extend far back into the beginning of civilization, 
the country has made militarism its main objective. Most 
of the mountain warriors are interested only in things 
military, and the first question they ask a visitor from 
the United States is how many soldiers we have. The 
military is one of the supreme casts in Ethiopia; the 
other is the clergy. 

We shall hear a great deal of this interesting empire 
during the coming months. The conquering lion has 
been prodded once too often, we fear.
